British Ambassador Again Sets 
Forth Reasons For The 
, Decision 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The Brit- 
ish emvassy today refused to vise the 
passports of the members of the spe- 
cial committee ee ected by the “Com- 
mission of inqu.ry on conditions in 
lneiand,” now in session here to visit 
Ireland to study conditions there at 
first hand. 

This means that the members of 


mthe commission will not be permitted 


to vst Great Britain. 

The decision of Sir Auckland Ged- 

des, the British Ambassador, not to 
rise the passports was made known 
n a letter sent to W. M. Macdonald, 
ecretary of the commiasion, by R. 
Craigie, first secretary of the em- 
assy, The letter follows: 
“With reference to your applica- 
ion for vise of the passports of cer- 
ain gent‘emen “whom your commit- 
e® nave des gnated as their represen- 
atives to proceed to the United 
<K.ngdom to investigate conditions in 
reland, I am divected by His Brit- 
lannic Majesty’s ambassador to in- 
form you that the proposed visit to 
British territory is not agreeable to 
His Majesty's government. Vises will 
therefore not be affixed to passports 
in question. The passport office in 
New York has een instructed ac- 
cordingly. 

“This decision has been reached 
after full consideration of the dreum- 
sances of tae case, and I am to fe- 
fer you to the Ambassaoor's letter 
of October 28rd, in which he inform- 
ed you that he was unable to believe 
that the truth could be established 
until) there Rad been a period of 
quiet in Ireland and then only by per- 
sons of the greatest experience of the 
laws of evidence with power to com- 
pel the production of books, papers’ 
nd records and that any other form 
of enquiry would, in his opinion, lead 
only to a mass of statements unsup- 
ported by facts, for propaganda pur- 
poses. 

“Sir Auckland Geddes hag yventur- 
ed to hope taat the full meaning and 
significance of these observations 
would have been clear. 

“In view of the fact that the Am- 
bassador'’s ‘etter to you of the 28rd 
October last, appeared in the pregs, 
I am to inform you that thig letter 
will be published.”

Latham For Independent 
Views on Big Issue 


HEAVY INCREASE BUDGET 


Nearly Two Million up For 1920 
—Adair Urges Main 
Points 


Riectors of North Edmonton on 
Wednesday night packed the little 
McQueen church building to hear the 
numerous municipal candidates voice 
their claims for due consideration on 
December 13th, none of them want- 
ing to be victims of the ill-omened 
number, on which date thelr muni- 
cipal fate will be decided. 

Mayoralty candidates, who addres- 
sed the audience numbered only 
three, J. McK. D'ckson having re- 
tired from the race today. 

D. M. Duggan, first epeaker of 
the now mayorality trio, was given an 
enthusiastic greeting, in speaking of 
the way two labor men, Alderman 
Kast and Geor, Latham who had 
come out flatfucted against the ga¢ 
by-law. said: “I wish to say here that 
the way these labor candidates step- 
ped out in this building tonight and 
took the clean-cut stand against this 
by-law shows that they are not biased 
in their judgement by party affilla- 
tlone.” . 

“It is by actions such as these that 
the true interests of labor will be uni- 
fermly advanced and it is only when 
any one section of society seeks to 
dominate all others that hostilities 
creep up everywhere and cause stag- 
nation of the city where there ought 
to be co-operation and progress.” 

“From the fact thet all the by- 
laws were turned down, although 
some were entirely desirable, it -s 
quite clear the public generally Jost 
confidence in Mayor Clarke's ad- 
ministration.” Mr. Duggan then :c- 
viewed hie scheme of allowing citi- 
zens to exchange outside property 
fo: ingide lots already having cl‘y 
utilities, without having to crxte 
accitional expenditure in exteacing 
the sdme to distant parts of the city. 
The speaker closed his address stat- 
ing; although he thad not the muti- 
eljal experience,of Mayor Clarke, ne 
felt fully possesweq of sufficient busi- 
ness experience to give the electors 
an economical, progres#ive anid bene- 
ficiat administration if electe! on the 
13ta of the month. 

Big Increase City Budget 

Mr, Joseph Adair commented on the 
unprecedented increase in the city’s 
vudget from $3,701,000 of 1919 to $4,- 
500.000, the abnormal jump in school 
expenses to $1,157,000; the absurd 
rental of city property at one percent, 
the net deficit on every city utility 
thie year instead of a profit; the lu- 
dicrous position of the mayor and 
counchl asking a discharged power 
house superintendent about the abili- 
ty of his successor, and many other 
instances where the mayor ard coun- 
cil had aigmally showed their en- 
tire inability or disinclination 20 
economize and properly safeguard the 
interests of the citzens. Mr, Adair's 
conclusive statements “were respond- 
ed to several times in marked agree- 
ment by the electors present.

Growth in Use And General Fea-

'were providing residents with gas. 
| Where natura) gas was not ayailable, 
manufactured gas was being USed, and 
| Where this was done {t was sold to the 
lusers at from $1. to $1.25 per 1000 
cubic feet, and even at this price it 
competed favorably with coal. In the 
|cities of Montreal, Toronto, London, 
Winnipeg, Vancouver and Victoria, the 
| gas companies tuok the coal that was 
for sale for domestic purposes, manu- 
| factured it into gas and then sold the 
}@as successfully at from $1.00 to $1.25 
| per cubie foot. 

At Edmonton, where natural gas 
was available, gas could be manu- 
factured from local coal and sold at 
@ price to successfuly compete with 
coal, similar to the citles mentioned. 

However, it was emphasized by the 
epeaker that it was unnecessary for 
‘this to be done at Edmonton for the 
reason that Edmonton had the ad- 
vantage of being located near natural 
gas and the manufactured article 
could not compete with the natural. 
One reason was its additional heating 
power, four times that of manufactur- 
ed gas, and also that the price was cut 
to one-third.~

There is now on order for the Canadian Pacific railway company 3,500 of the new sixty-ton 
hopper bottom box cars which the company had hoped to have available for grain handling this 
fall but owing to delay of contractors in getting material only a few have been received. 

Two features which make this new equipment particularly suitable for service on a road with 
a heavy grain traffic stand out strongly in the design of these latest box cars now being built for 
the Canadian Pacific railway.

The limit load which the cars will carry is 6014 tons, the floors 
having special hopper bottoms which is designed to facilitate unloading of bulk material and to 
eliminate the need for temporary graindoors,. The new cars are 40ft. 6 in. long, 8ft. 6 in. wide, and 


‘ 


The cars are built with steel underframes, steel side frames, corrugated steel ends and out- 
side metal roofs. All carline flanges are covered with strips of wood arranged to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of dust that might be shaken down from time to time and possibly damage the lading. 

Hoppers of the Burnett type are located at the side door opening on each side of the car. 
When used for freight that cannot be dumped through the hopper the car has a solid level floor 
the same as an ordinary box car, When grain, coal, etc., are to be loaded the specially constructed 
sections of floor over the hoppers are turned up against the side door post. 
allows the load to go directly into the hoppers, and also saves considerable 
When the cars are unloaded it is only necessary to remove the pin that locks the hopper doors. 
The doors open quickly by gravity. 

Special care has been taken to obtain a side door of satisfactory design. The interlocking 
front and back edges afford exceptional protection against weather and pilfering. The top edge 
is weather proof, vet so arranged that it cannot become blocked with ice. The bottom of the door 
is fitted with turned rollers that fit on a very substantial and rigidly supported track. 

The trucks are of the standard arch bay type with improved truck colums, spring plank and 
truck column fastenings, pinless brake beam hanger brackets and four point brake beam sus- 
pension. This type of truck has given the best satisfaction of any so far used by this railway.
